Alice Paul, member of the National Council of 
the Woman’s Party, commenting on the action of 
the Osteopathic women, said: 


We rejoice over this and other support given to the 
equality program during the past month. The National 
Association of Women Lawyers endorsed the Equal 
Rights Amendment in J ** at their Convention in 
Angeles. The National Federation of Business and 
Professional Women voted at their convention at Seattle 
in July to give careful study to the Equal Rights 
Amendment. Now comes the endorsement of both the 
Equal Rights Amendment and the Equal Rights Treaty 
by the Osteopathic Women’s Convention. The action 

these conventions shows that American women are 
inereasingly feeling the need of the Equal Rights 
Amendment to safeguard their rights against the set- 
— ag women have suffered in other parts of the 
wor 


The endorsement of the Equal Rights Amend- 
ment and Treaty by the National Women’s Oste- 
opathic Association followed a similar endorse- 
ment by the Harrisburg Auxiliary of the Associa- 
tion. To the Harrisburg Auxiliary, under the 
leadership of Dr. Ruth Deeter, belongs a large 
share of credit for the endorsement of the Amend- 
ment and Treaty by the National Association. 


Members of the National Women’s Osteopathic 
Association are carrying the Equal Rights resolu- 
tion adopted at the Cleveland meeting to all mem- 
bers of the Judiciary Committees of both Houses. 


WOMAN’S PARTY DELEGATES SAIL FOR 
INTERNATIONAL CONGRESS 


Rebekah Greathouse, National Secretary of the 
Woman’s Party, sailed on August 7th for Copen- 
hagen as delegate from the Woman’s Party to the 
Congress of the Open Door International with 


which the Woman’s Party is-affiliated. This Con- 
gress will meet in the Parliament Building of 
Copenhagen, Denmark, on August 19th, to con- 
sider the position of women in the economic world. 
Mrs. Lloyd Williams, treasurer of the New York 
branch of the Woman’s Party, sailed a few days 
earlier for Copenhagen as the alternate delegate 
from the Woman’s Party. Mrs. Greathouse and 
Mrs. Williams will be the only delegates from the 
United States. They were appointed by Mrs. 
Florence Bayard Hilles, National Chairman. 


The Congress of the Open Door International 
will bring together women from all parts of the 
world to consider means of meeting the present 
world-wide attack upon the opportunities for 
women to earn a living. The object of the Open 
Door oo as stated in its call to the Con- 
gress, is: : 


To secure that a woman shall be free to work and 
protected as a worker on the same terms as a man, and 
that legislation and regulations dealing with conditions 
and hours, payment, entry and training shall be based 
upon the nature of the work and not upon the sex of 

e worker. And to secure for a woman irrespective 
of marriage or childbirth, the right at all times to 
decide whether or not she shall engage in paid work, and 
to — that no legislation or regulations shall de- 
prive her of this right. 


Among the matters on the Open Door Congress 
program are: Reports on the woman earner from 
many countries, present attacks on woman's right 
to earn, the world crisis and women’s unemploy- 
ment, maternity and the woman earner, should 
pensions be given to able-bodied women whose 
husbands have died, night work, underground 
work, heavy and dangerous work, minimum-wage 
rates, equal status of women with men, repre- 
sentation of women in the International Labour 
Organization. 


The National Woman’s Party, which is the only 
United States organization affiliated with the Open 
Door International, is sending its representatives 
to Copenhagen with the special mission of bringing 
the Equal Rights Treaty before the Congress. On 
leaving Washington for Copenhagen, Mrs. Great- 
house said: 


There are six international treaties already in exist- 
ence which discriminate against women and further dis- 
criminatory treaties are threatened. Those now in 
existence are: The Berne Convention of 1906 prohibit- 
of women at night in industrial under- 
takings in which more than ten men or women are em- 
ployed; the Washington Convention of 1919 prohibiting 
the industrial employment of women for six weeks after 
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childbirth and placing burdens on the employers of 
pregnant women and women having newly-born chil- 
dren; the Geneva Convention of 1921 prohibiting the 
employment of women in paint work of an industrial 
character involving the use of white lead or sulphate 
of lead or other products containing these pigments; 
the Geneva Convention of 1934 prohibiting the indus- 
trial employment of all women at night except those in 
positions of management and not ordinarily engaged in 
manual work; the Geneva Convention of 1935 pro- 
hibiting the employment of women, with certain excep- 
tions, on underground work in mines. 


This list of discriminatory treaties shows the need 
for prompt action on our part. We can best meet this 
situation, we believe, by the Equal Rights Treaty which 
would bind the contracting governments to the standard 
of complete equality between men and women. For this 
reason we are going to the Open Door International, 
with which our organization is affiliated, to ask their 
support for the Equal Rights Treaty. 


Mrs. Greathouse, who will represent the Wom- 
an’s Party at Copenhagen, is Professor of Law at 
the Washington College of Law and is a niece of 
the late Senator Dwight Morrow, former Ambas- 
sador from the United States to Mexico. Mrs. 
Williams, the other Woman’s Party representative, 
is one of the founders of the National Woman’s 
Party and has for many years been a devoted and 
able worker in the movement for equal rights for 
women in this country. 


PROTESTS CONTINUE AGAINST INTER- 
NATIONAL LABOR CONVENTIONS 


During the past week the National Woman’s 
Party has carried its protest to the Department of 
Labor against the acceptance by the United States 
of the International Labor Office Conventions. 


In the meantime protests against the Geneva 
Labor Conventions have commenced to come in 
from the country. For example, the United Press 
carried a dispatch from Cadiz, Ohio, on July 22nd, 
with regard to the protest of Miss Ada Mae Stull, 
coal miner, against the Convention on the Employ- 
ment of Women in Mines which was adopted by 
the International Labor Conference in Geneva on 
June 17th. The United Press dispatch read: 


The International Labor Conference at Geneva re- 
cently expressed its opposition to female labor and it 
drew a fiery retort from Miss Oda Mae Stull, coal miner. 


Miss Stull, who is thirty-two years old, was barred 
from working in her coal mine last winter by the Ohio 
Bureau of Mines. She filed suit for damages and has 
been on the “warpath” since. 


The only reason they don’t want women to work in 
coal mines is they are afraid we would take men’s jobs. 
I think I'll call a conference of women and pass a law 
preventing men from running restaurants, cleaning and 
clothes and running typewriters, Miss Stull 


A ruling by Attorney General John W. Bricker en- 
ables Miss Stull to return to her mine job next fall. She 
plans to pass the summer building a — § frame 
dwelling on her property. It will be the second building 
she has built herself, in addition to digging a forty-foot 
cistern and building a barn. 
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PROGRESS IS MADE ON MARRIED 
PERSONS BILL

The report of the Civil Service Committee of 
the House of Representatives on the Married 
Persons bill (H. R. 5051) was presented to the 
House of Representatives by Chairman Ramspeck 
of the Civil Service Committee on July 24. The 
bill has now been placed on the Union Calendar of 
the House. The text of the bill, as amended in 
Committee, is as follows: 


Be it enacted by the Senate and the House of Repre- 
sentatives of the United States of America in Congress 
assembled, 


That section 213 of the Act of June 30, 1932 (47 Stat. 
406), is hereby repealed. 

Sec. 2. Section 9 of the Civil Service Act of January 
16, 1883 (22 Stat. 403), is amended by the insertion of 


a semicolon and the following proviso after the word 
„grades which concludes the present section: Pro- 


8 no original appointment to one of said grades 


may hereafter be approved in any case where the com- 
bined salaries of the members of a family after such 
appointment would equal or exceed $4,000.” 


The above form in which H.R. 5051 finally 
emerged from Committee is different, it will be 
observed, from the form in which it was originally 
introduced. It also differs somewhat from the 
oral report received from the clerk of the Civil 
Service Committee at the close of the executive 
session at which the Committee Report was 
adopted and is much more satisfactory. 


The proposed restriction of the combined sal- 
aries of two members of a family to less than 
$4,000 will not affect reinstatements of those dis- 
charged or who resigned because of Section 213 
but applies only to original appointments and to 
any two members of a family. 


Everyone interested in the removal of economic 
discriminations against women will rejoice with 
the Government Worker’s Council over this vic- 
tory in the face of strong opposition. Since the 
present session of Congress is drawing rapidly 
to a close, it may not be possible to secure action 
by either House this session, but the months be- 
tween now and next January will be utilized to 
strengthen and extend the educational work re- 
quired to secure support for the bill by this Con- 
gress in its next session. All readers of Equal 
Rights are urged to assist in this work. 


THE REPATRIATION BILL

A bill is now before Congress, known as Senate 
Bill 2912, which, if it becomes law, will in part 
remove the last vestiges of the effects of the old 
law that deprived American women of their citi- 
zenship because of marriage to an alien before 
September 22, 1922. The purpose of the bill is to 
give women deprived of United States citizenship 
under the law as it was before September 22, 1922, 


the right to be repatriated more easily than now. 

Prior to the enactment of the Married Women’s 
Citizenship Act of September 22, 1922, commonly 
known as the “Cable Act,” American women who 
married foreigners automatically became aliens, 
whether they lived in this country or elsewhere. 
But under the law they could be restored to citi- 
zenship, when the marriage relation had termi- 
nated, simiply by residence in this country or, if 
living abroad, by registering with an American 
consul. They lost this right under the “Cable Act,“ 


which imposed upon all of them the requirement 


of going through the process of naturalization 
within United States territory in order to recover 
what had been arbitrarily taken from them. 


Senate Bill 2912, which was introduced by Sen- 
ator Johnson of California, provides for the re- 
patriation of American-born women on their sim- 
ply taking the oath of allegiance, without any other 
formality. This can be done if the new bill be- 
comes law, in this country before a court or a 
United States Commissioner, or abroad, before a 
secretary of embassy or legation or before a con- 
sular officer. The oath of allegiance is the same 
that an alien must take when naturalized,—that is, 
the oath to support and defend the Constitution 
against all enemies, foreign and domestic. It 
means that if the bill becomes law an American- 
born woman, in order to be repatriated, must meet 
the requirement of willingness to bear arms 
against an enemy. All other requirements of the 
naturalization law except the taking of the oath 
of allegiance would be dispensed with for the 
American-born woman. 


The bill is a measure particularly affecting the 
women living abroad, who, if it becomes law, can 
be repatriated without the expense of coming to 


the United States to appear in court. The bill 


would therefore place the right of repatriation 
282 the financial range of all who are entitled 
it. 

The bill was amended in the Committee of the 
Senate to apply only to women whose marriage 
with the alien is terminated, giving the measure 
a very limited application. It is to be hoped that 
this amendment will be deleted when the bill is 
taken up in the Senate. 


SUSAN B. ANTHONY AND THE HALL 
OF FAME 


The Hall of Fame of New York City will, this 


year, 1935, make the quinquennial selection of 
several candidates. The Hall of Fame was given 
by Mrs. Helen Gould Shepherd and has developed 
into an important memorial. It is a long and beau- 
tiful colonnade with busts of the persons com- 
memorated. The election to the Hall of Fame is 
restricted to famous Americans. No one can be 
elected who has not been dead for twenty-five 
years. In the election of 1930, Susan B. Anthony 
received forty-eight votes which entitles her to 
be voted on in the coming election which takes 
place October 1, 1935.

Austria 
A Decree of December 15, 1933, compels a mar- 


ried woman working in the service of the State to 


give up her position if her husband is employed 
in State service and if his salary together with her 
pension exceeds certain specified sums. 


A circular of the Prime Minister of April 12, 


1934, states that the Government has decided, 


until ‘further notice, to reserve for men all available. 
: positions in public administrative departments, 


including stenographers’ and typists’ positions. 


A Royal Order of December 8, 1934, authorizes 


the Minister of Labor and Social Welfare to fix 


a small quota for the number of married and un- 
married women who will be permitted in each.

Cuba 


A Legislative Decree of October 16, 1934, pro- 
vides that the admission of women to industrial 
or commercial employment must be preceded by a 
medical examination carried out by an official 
doctor, who will issue a certificate of fitness for the 
work they are to do. Women admitted to employ- 
ment must be examined annually and on the oc- 
casion of every change in the nature of their work. 
Women employed in industrial undertakings may 
not be given work to do at home. The Decree pro- 
hibits the employment of women at certain dan- 
gerous and unhealthy work which it specifies. The 
National Health Board will periodically specify 
the classes of work regarded as ous and 


France 


Article 217 of the Civil Code prohibits a married 
woman from signing a contract without her hus- 
band’s consent, and in consequence she cannot ex- 
ercise a profession without his consent. Article 


4 of the Commercial Code forbids a woman to en- 


gage in commerce without her husband’s consent. 


The Act of June 30, 1935, provides that a woman 


may not be appointed a permanent member of the 
Federal Civil Service until she has reached the age 


of 35. 
Trish Free State 


The Conditions of Employment Bill, 1935, intro- 
duced by the Trish Free State Government in the 
Dail Eirean, givés the Minister of Labor and Com- 
merce power to régulate the employment of women 
in all forms of industrial work and to prohibit the 
employment of any female in industrial work. It 
gives the Government the right to fix the propor- 


tion of women to men workers employed by any 


private employer in industrial work. 


Italy 


A Legislative Decree of November 28, 1933, 
authorizes the Government Departments to limit 
the number of women who are allowed to com- 
pete for paid positions and to exclude them alto- 
gether from competing for such positions, if it 
thinks wise. 

An order of October 11, 1934, by The Fascist 


Corporation of Industry and the Fascist Confed- | 
eration of Industrial Workers specifies that women 


shall be replaced by men in all work * 4 


done by women, as far as possible. 


Luxembourg 


A Grand Ducal Order of April 14, 1934, pro- 
vides that a special permit must be obtained from 
the Director General of Labor and Social Welfare 


for the employment of female office workers in all 


public administrative departments and also in all 
private undertakings. 


Netherlands 
A circular of the Minister of the Interior, March 


a 19, 1934, recommends to all local authorities that 


they replace women by men in positions not spe- 
cifically requiring female labor. 


Yugoslavia 


An order of March 31, 1934, limits the number 


of positions open to women in the postal, telegraph, 
and telephone services and reserves most of these 
positions for men.
